The steady rejection of his pro- 
gram to bring peace and good-will 
to the world has convinced him 
that the United States must go 
along alone on her own 
to national security. 

The Geneva collapse will be the 
last of gq long string of steady 
rebuffs of his foreign policy. His 
world court plan was rejected by 
the European nations. France re- 
fuses to ratify the $6,800,000,000 
debt pact, which he regarded as 
very lenient. The League of Na- 
tions arms conference, to which 
he sent delegates, is hog-tied by 
its own members. Opium-growing 
nations, like England, refused to 
assent even to America’s pro- 
gram for elimination of the drug 
evil. \ 

Safety In Air Fleet. 

President Coolidge seems con- 
vinced that America’s safety lies 
in a great air fleet. He ob- 
served to a visitor within a week 
that the country’s one point of 
weakness is the unprotected air 
route from Asia through Alaska 
to the northwest coast over 
which invaders could fling a vast 
air fleet. 

Spend $85,000,000. 

The government will spend $85.- 
000,000 on its air forces this 
year. - President Coolidge has ap- 


proved the beginning of five-year- | 


programs for the army and navy. 
An important work will be gov- 
ernment stipulation or private air 
forces in order that a great com- 
mercial fleet may be constructed ! 
that can be commandeered by the 
government .in the event: of war.
